Temporary Lines To Serve 


Municipal Plant Until 


Contract Is Signed 


Service Director Jam es R. Hall 
today completed arrangements with 
the Ohio Power Co. to put tempo­ 
rary

pumping 
station 
for 
tenting motors by Thursday or F r i­ 
day this w^ek. 
An official of the power company 
announced lines would be run into 
the East End station from the East 
End substation and will be used un­ 
til 
a 
five-year 
contract 
can 
be 
•igned Sept. 6. 
Tests will be run at the pumping 
station first and lines will be put 
in at the Dixonville booster station 
later, probably before the week-end 
to test motors there, the official 
said. 
W ill Test Equipment 
Four large motors and pumps, 
complete automatic electrical con­ 
trol and water connections have 
been installed at the pumping sta­ 
tion. 
A ll motors and controls will 
ba tested together as soon as power 
is supplied, then each motor and 
pump w ill be tested separately to 
gauge the flow in gallons a minute. 
Power also will be supplied to 
one electric pump and motor in the 
intake pit from the river. 
As soon 
as this is tested and approved it 
will be put In operation so that. It 
can alternate with one of the-two 
steam 
pumps 
while 
the 
second 
steam pump is being replaced with 
the second electric unit. 
Meanwhile the Ohio Power Co. is 
pushing the construction of a sub­ 
station at the com er of Ohio ave. 
and Bushwick st which w ill supply 
power to the plant. 
Lines to the 
proposed substation already have 
been constructed from the Calcutta 
substation. 
W ork Costs $120,000 
The work, which is said to cost 
1120,000. is scheduled to be com­ 
pleted within 30 days. 
The four main pumps and the 
control panels at the pumping sta­ 
tion take up about as much room 
as one of the four large steam 
pumps now in use. The pumps and 
confrols are housed in a metal and 
glass 
enclosure 
between 
two of 
the large steam pumps. 
Each of the four motors oper­ 
ates 
a 
centrifugal 
pump 
which 
takes water from the clearwater 
storage basin under the pumping 
station and sends it out through 
City water mains. A smaller pres­ 
sure pump takes up all slack in 
the lines and primes the centri­ 
fugal pumps when thejmrre started 
to prevent excess drag or back­ 
wash. 
The control panel contains fuse 
sets for each motor, automatic con­ 
trols. gauges and safety devices. 
For example, power is shut off 
automatically 
when the door

one of the panels is opened. 
W ill Measure Flow 
A venturi gauge to measure flow 
of gallons a minute has been con­ 
nected with the main flow to the 
city to test the capacity of tach 
pump and motor.

pumps in the pit and two at the 
booster station in Dixonville. 
it is believed that most of the 
steam equipment will be left intact

Dies Committee Hears Story 


Of German's Offer To Give 


Books To University 


Br Th* Auociatfd Presa. 
W A SH IN G T O N . Aug. 21 — John 
Harvey 
Sherman, 
president 
of 
Tampa, Fla., university told the 
Dies committee today that a high 
German consular official had offer­ 
ed to donate books to his univer­ 
sity’s library, but that the offer 
was rejected. 
The 
official 
whom 
Sherman 
named, in testifying at the commit­ 
tee inquiry into un-American prac­ 
tices, was Baron Edgar Freiherr- 
Spiegel von und zn Peckelsheim, 
consul general at New Orleans. 
“ The baron said.” Sherman testi­ 
fied. “ this was a practice they fol­ 
lowed to encourage the study of 
German in American colleges". 
Other Donations Made 
Adding that Von und zu Peckel­ 
sheim had said such donations had 
been made to other educational in­ 
stitutions, the university president 
declared: 
"H e didn’t say where. 
I did not 
ask.” 
Sherman said that an interview 
with the baron at the university 
followed a .telephone call from a 
“ stranger” who identified himself 
as Ernest Berger. 
“ He said he had a friend who he 
believed could be Induced to give 
us some books and asked lf we 
would like such a donation.” the 
witness said. 
“ W e answered ‘yes’.’* 
Arrival belayed 
After making an appointment for 
March 16. 1938,— six days after the 
time of the telephone call— Berger 
telephoned later, saying his friend 
wa* the German consul at New Or­ 
leans and because of business could 
not arrive until the next day. 
“ That was the first I knew who 
the donor was and that started us 
to thinking,” said the witness, a 
mild-appearlng former World war 
flier. 
When the baron arrived and was 
introduced by Berger, Sherman con­ 
tinued : 
“ I asked, ’is this the gentleman 
giving us the books?’ 
“ The baron answered: 
'Not I. 
but ray government,” ’ 
No Sympathy For Nails 
Sherman answering questions by 
Rhea W hitley, committee counsel, 
told 
that Otto 
Kraus, 
a native 
Viennese, was Tampa university's 
German professor. 
‘‘Has be Indicated sympathy for 
the present Nazi regime?” W h it­ 
ley Inquired. 
"No, air,” replied Sherman. 
“ Dr. 
Kraua on coming to America be­ 
came an American citizen at once. 
He left because he was not in sym­ 
pathy with conditions there.” 
Sherman asserted that in addi­ 
tion to teaching German, Kraus 
also lectures In social 
sciences. 
In the latter coursei. Sherman de­ 
clared, Kraus has taught that he 
is ‘ bitterly opposed” to the Nazi 
system.

Mads Reference To Jews 
“ He frankly is democratic and 
liberal,” the witness emphasized. 
W hitley 
asked 
whether 
Von 
Peckelsheim had made any refer- 
ences to Jew s in his conversation 
with Sherman. 
Replying affirma­ 
tively, the witness added: 
“ He said that the fact that we 
have no quotas on Jew s and that 
we have Jew s on our board was a 
mistake, and that with further ex­ 
perience we would regret it.”

Hitler Expected To Bolster 


Part In Europe Politics

To this end. the Nazis gave Rus­ 
sia an $80,000,000 credit, while the 
Soviet Union, promised to deliver 
within two years $72,000,000 worth 
of her products.
